W hat 
Colonel H ollister did say, it continues, is 
th a t tfci-re are two sides to the large ranch 
| uoceticc, and th at it is f illy to cut up large 
farms until there is a population ready 
to parchase the subdivisions. 
“ S-:ud in 
population, and the large ranches will soon 
go to pieces, 
i t requires capital and m a­ 
chinery to profitably ra re large crops of 
grain.” 
This is the gist f the response of 
the Presa. 
W e Cave no v.'hh to do Colonel 
H ollister any injustice. s»;$t wa fail to see 
bow the explanation changes the situation 
in the least. 
There is no need to repeat 
the arguments we have advanced. 
All we 
have m aintained against large land hold­ 
ings has added force in the light of the 
argum ent promoted ic r Colonel H ollister 
by the Press. 
To say th a t there is no need 
to agitate the land monopoly question until 
population haa come in sufficiently to take 
the lands in small tracts, is to reason in a 
circle, 
Tho holding of land in large tracts 
will not invite the desirsd popnlatiou— ou 
the contrary, it now repulses it. 
The logic 
of Colonel H ollister’s argum ent, therefore, 
will result in the continuance indefinitely 
of land monopoly. 
W hile he asserts that 
if population is sent in, the large ranches 
will go to pieces, we hold tb at if the large 
ranches are subdivided the population will 
come in, and not in sufficient numbers u n ­ 
til th a t is dose. 
W e m ust convince the 
im m igrant first th a t there are small tracts 
for him before he will approaoh us. 
I t 
will not do to bring him in and then tru st 
to the large traéis being offered him at 
reasonable rates, as Colonel H ollister as­ 
serts will be done. 
The very opposite 
would be the case—a large population de­ 
m anding lands would enhance the value^jf 
holdings and render it all the more desira­ 
ble to retain them for the purposes of 
rental, and tenancy is the very p ith and 
marrow of the evil of land monopoly, for 
it means a landed aristocracy. 
The Colo­ 
nel claims th a t large tracts of cultivated 
land are cf greater benefit to the State 
than a few scattered small farm?. 
If we 
grant it, for the moment, it in no way mil­ 
itates against the position we take ; we 
prefer to reverse th'e proposition— many 
sm all cultivated tracts are of greater bene­ 
fit to the State than a few 1srge landhold­ 
ings. 
And, after all, th e one answer to all 
th at oan be advanced in Í8vor of extensive 
landed possessions, the final and conclusive 
reply is : th a t w hat the State wants is 
men ; and as Urge farms do not produce 
men, they do uot contribute to tho eosen- 
tial elem ents th at constitute a great and 
strong State. 
Sir W illiam Jones, s hun­ 
dred years ago, drew the poetic ideal of a 
State, which still fills the tex t for the 
prescat age : 
” Wii. t constitutes a State ! 
Not htgh-r.iisiil bxltliment o: labored mound, 
Thick wall or moated gate; 
Not cities proud, with pp.re* anil turrets crowned ; 
Not bays aad hroa .- .r.liul jr.rte, 
Where, lauxhinx at the siorm, rich navies ride; 
Not Btarred and spiogleii Courts, 
Where iow-barn baseness traits perfume to pride : 
No— men, hitrb-minded men,
